Oriental Line Steamer 


Sinks After Collision 
With French Vessel 


. 


Brest, France.—Nearly 
perished when the Peninsular 
Oriental Line steamer Egypt sank off 
the Island of Ushant after collision 
with the French steamer Seine, Satur- 
day night. 

The Egypt sailed from London for 
Bombay on Friday with 44 passengers 
and a crew of 290. A roll call on 
board the Seine, after the disaster, 
showed that at least 15 of the passen- 
gers and 80 of the crew were mis 

The collision occurred during 
dense fog, within 22 miles of the 
Armen lighthouse. The dinner gong 
was about to be sounded on board the 
Egypt. Many of the passengers and 
most of the men were on deck. The 
shock threw persons into the sea, 
others jumped and a number went 
down with the = ship, which sank in 
20 minutes. The Egypt was rammed 
amidships on the port side. 

The Seine, badly damaged, reached 
Brest with 29 rescued passengers, 
more than 200 of the crew and the 
bodies of 20 dead. The captain of 
the Egypt is among the saved. 

When the collision occurred there 
was a rolling sea. Some of those res- 
cued charged that the Indian sailors 
on board the Egypt took to the life- 
boats immediately the vessels crash- 
ed, so that a large number of the 
passengers and crew had to shift for 
themselves. Those who jumped into 
the sea and who could swim scram- 
bled about for bits of wreckage to 
which they might cling. Many of 
these were rescued. They floated 
about in the fog after the Egypt went 
down, calling for help. 

In some instances the rescuing 
crews came upon persons clinging to 
bits of debris who let go and sank 
just when aid was at hand. The 
small boats on numerous occasions 
sought vainly in the fog to locate 
persons making cries of distress.

Fur Farining 


Sanitation and Cleanliness Are Essen. 
tial for Success 

In my last letter I told of the possi- 
bilitles of fur farming and why it 
should be profitable in the west. I 
will now try to tell you how it should 
be carried on to have the greatest in- 
crease in your stock, 

There are some very important 
things to consider in fur farming and 
the most essential are to get the very 
best stock to start with, Another is 
proper feeding and still another is the 
Sanitary problems of your ranch, 
which if neglected mean failure to 
produce the kind of animal that 
brings the highest market price. 

Wild animals in captivity are not 
subject to many diseases if sanitation 
is strictly enforced. To do this one 
must start early in the spring or as 


soon as it is advisable to go into the | 


ranch and keep everything scrupulous- 
ly clean in the pens and houses, and 
if the houses are sprayed once a week 
with creolin, using a fine spray, fleas 
will be kept away and you will not 
have to use anything on your animals. 
All feeding dishes should be first 
washed in clean water and then boil- 
ed and set in the sun until again used, 
and every dish used in preparing the 
food should be treated the same after 
it is used so that nothing/will become 
tainted in the least. All food that is 
carried over from one meal to another 
should be protected from flies, etc., 
either by screens or in a cooler, and 
food should be fed as fresh as it is 
possible to procure it. It is true 
at some animals will eat food that 
has gone bad, but it is just as true 
that this food is not good for them 
and will sooner or later cause trouble. 
It is better to feed milk in the even- 
ing after the weather becomes hot 
and muggy, as it does not sour as 
quickly in the cool of the evening as 
it does in the sun of the day.—W. G. 
Church, Inspector.

The late Captain Cook, who was 
53 years of age, wes a man of fine 
appearance, and possessed a most 
courteous and genial disposition. He 
was looked upon as one of the most 
capable commanders sailing from 
the Mersey, and he performed ex 
cellent service during the war years 

Captain Cook was born at Tay- 
port, and joined the Allan Line in 
1893 as fourth offi_-er of the “Cartha- 
ginian.” Within forr years he was 


Captain Cook. 


The high esteem in which the late 
Commander Ebenezer Cook was held 
manifested itself at the funeral 
which was attended by a large 
throng of mourners, colleagues and 
friends. The funeral service was 
offered at St. Luke’s Presbyterian 
Church, Great Crosby, the service 
being conducted by the Rev. J. 
Vaughan, M.A., Vicar of Great Cros- 
by. Captain Cook was a prominent 
member of the Masonic Brotherhood, 


“Empress of France” arriving at Quebec, on which Captain 
Cook made his last trip to Canada.
